| don't know whether to be sad or 
enraged when Lou Albano’s 
appearance is greeted by angry 
boos. This man has managed the 
Valiants, The Executioners, Nikolai 
Volkoff, and many other top 
wrestlers. Time and again, 
championships have been stolen 
from his wrestlers, much to the 
delight of moronic fans. It would 
break the heart of a weaker man. 
Albano, like all great managers, has 
a spirit which can't be broken. He 
couldn't survive if he didn’t. 

“All managers,” my friend Lou 
tells me, “live with being misunder- 
stood; it’s part of the price we pay. 
It's understandable when you think 
about it. You'd expect the stupid 
fans to resent men of intelligence. 
Managers are the smartest people 
in wrestling. Geniuses don’t expect 
to be appreciated by people too 
stupid to blink without instruction.

We met each other at the 
Commons, the beautiful park in the 
middle of the old city.

Yet 
no member of the press has ever 
explored Hansen’s treatment by 
other members of the press. | 
decided to delve into this murky 
area. 

“In general,’’ Stan told me, ‘most 
reporters hate me. Now |don't think 
that is particularly fair. I've never 
done anything to them. They just 
hate me because they think I'm a 
bad man.” 
| wondered if this could have 
something to do with the way he 
wrestles. After all, Hansen has 
never been known for his strict 

adherence to the rules. Many 
wrestling reporters are filled with 
righteous indignation, and they 
carry this over to their treatment of 
rulebreakers. 
“Yes,” he told me, ‘“‘that is

reluctant to give out any more interviews 
(below) because of the unfair criticism he 
has received by the press. 


certainly a large part of the problem. 
A lot of these reporters have some 
cause they wish to champion. They 
use me as an example of the ‘bad 
guy,, and my opponents as 
examples of ‘good guys.’ These 
reporters come into an interview 
prejudiced against me. The end 
result is usually a story which 
reflects badly on me.”’ 

Do these stories anger him, | 
wondered. 

“Oh hell, | don’t get that upset. 

It’s not part of my 
nature. | know where these guys are 
coming from. | understand. It’s part 
of my job to be attacked by the press. 
| really don’t care. What some 
reporter says is not going to make 
me lose my cool. 

“But you take some other 
wrestlers.

At least that’s what I’ve 
heard. Hell, he should learn you 
can’t have flattery every day of the 
week.

T HE MOST IMPORTANT thing 
I learned following Terry Funk 
from match to match is the champion 
trembles at anything he doesn’t 
understand.

When INSIDE WRESTLING 
asked me to report on a series of 
Terry’s title bouts, I was a little 
hesitant.

What would happen? If that man were 
Bruno Sammartino, the veteran 
champion who has held the WWWF 
title longer than anyone in history, and 
he confronted himself as a young 
wrestler who had just won the best, 
which man would win? Would the 
younger Bruno, whose strength was 
legendary, be the winner? Would the 
matured Sammartino, a champion in 
all regards, come out victorious? Just 
who would win this dream match 
between the young Bruno and the 
veteran Bruno? The story below 
attempts to answer that question.)

with more experience.” 

A reporter ventures back to the 
dressing room of the young Bruno and 
knocks on the door. The nervous 
young champion opens the portal and 
lets the journalist in. 

“What do you think will happen 
tonight?” asks the reporter. 

“I really don’t know,” replies the 
young Sammartino. “He’s the best. No 
one can question that. But I think I 
have a very good chance of winning. 
Let me explain. He was once a great 
scientific wrestler. But then he kept 
facing opponents who were brawlers, 
so he became a brawler too. And I 
think that hurts him. 

“There’s another thing. I’m in my 
prime, physically. .Face it, he has 
passed that point. But don’t get me 
wrong, he’s still very good. He has the 
battle scars to prove it—like that neck 
injury. He bounced back from that one 
pretty well. I just would never have 
allowed myself to get into that kind of 
situation in the first place! 

“Still, no one can deny his greatness. 
It. is not going to be an easy match 
tonight, but I think I have a good 
chance of winning, if luck and good 
fortune are on my side.” 

The reporter left the young 
Sammartino and went over to the 
matured wrestler’s dressing room. But, 
unlike the security guard, the 
journalist was stopped at the door by 
Arnold Skoaland. “Mr, Sammartino 
does not like to give interviews before a 
match. He never has. It breaks the 
concentration.” The reporter went 
back to the main arena to await the 
match. 

The 27,000 fans have waited 
patiently for the match to begin. They 
are not sure which wrestler they should 
cheer for. While they love the matured 
grappler, they also have great respect 
for the young man who easily won the 
title from Buddy Rogers. 

Both men walk in at the same time 
from opposite ends of the arena, 
something which is highly unusual.

Gudelsky said he would call 
Bruiser (Richard Afflis) on 
the carpet next week to ex- 
plain his actions in a bar- 
room brawl last Monday 
night. 

Bruiser, scheduled to 
wrestle suspended Lion tackle 
Alex Karras at Olympia Sat- 
urday, tussled with Karras 
and customers at the Lindell 
Bar. 


HE WAS subdued by eight 
policemen and arrested. He 
faces a court trial on an 
assault charge next Monday. 

Gudelsky said that he 
might fine or suspend Bruiser. 


“I don't think Karras was 
at fault,” the commissioner 
told the Free Press from his 
Muskegon office. “But I want 
to call them both in, I just 
don’t like this kind of mon- 
key business.

And he would not do it 
again! 

That one incident changed the entire 
course of Bruiser’s career. He had 
been doing well until April 23, 1963, 
the night he stepped into a bar owned 
by Karras, the football player turned 
wrestler. The moment Bruiser walked 
in, all hell broke loose. 

He and Karras had been scheduled 
to have a regular match the following 
Saturday night. But their encounter in 
the bar was far worse than anything 
which could happen in a ring. There 
were no rules in this scuffle. 

By the time the smoke had cleared, 
Bruiser, Karras, and the bartender had 
been seriously injured. Eight riot 
policemen had to be called out, and 
one bystander had his hand broken. It 
was not a pretty sight. 

The repercussions of this night were 
extensive. The Michigan State 
Athletic Commission would 
eventually ban Bruiser from wrestling 
in Detroit for five years. One of the 
policemen brought suit against Bruiser 
for $15,000 in damages. Bruiser was 
forced to contribute $400 to a charity 
fund to have the assault and battery 
charges against him dropped. 

But worst of all, Bruiser had to face 
an enraged Alex Karras four nights 
after the scuffle in the bar. Both Karras 
and Bruiser were out for revenge in 
their sanctioned match. And they both 
turned it into a rough, vicious battle, 
which Karras eventually won. 

If Bruiser could relive one day in his 
life, it would be the day he stepped into 
the Lindell A Bar. He would probably 
go for a walk instead! O 


RUMOR: In the attempt to regain his AWA title, Verne Gagne is 
growing ever more desperate. Recently, his training has been devoted 
to learning illegal tactics. This means Verne will throw away many years 
of scientific honor to wrestle dirty in hopes of winning the title. 


FACT: Verne has no intentions of becoming a rulebreaker. This rumor 
was started by people watching Verne help his son, Greg. The elder 
Gagne is aiding his sonin combatting dirty maneuvers.

HE CONTRACT LAY on the 

desk. Bobby Heenan’s signa- 
ture was already scrawled in the 
proper place, the flamboyant script 
proclaiming an ugly bully. Beneath 
it, the line for Nick. Bockwinkle’s 
signature was still blank. 

Bockwinkle’s hand, clasping a 
pen. until his knuckles whitened, 
hovered over the paper like an 
exhausted bird about to fall into the 
sea. If the name of Nick Bockwinkle 
appeared on this line, it would mean 
the wrestler became little more 
than Heenan’s slave. The pen 
touched paper and Bockwinkle 
signed. 

Three days later, Heenan called a 
press conference. Waving the 
contract high above him, Bobby 
crowed over what he'd done to 
Bockwinkle. 

“Gentlemen,” Heenan exulted, 
“you all have copies of the contract. 
Read it at your leisure. It’s a legal 
gem. In it, you'll find Nick 
Bockwinkle has contracted to 
having me be his manager for life, 
There is no.loophole for him to 
escape. Fifteen lawyers assure me 
this contract can't be broken. The 
only one who could get out of it is 
yours truly, and then I’m 
guaranteed 15 percent of anything 
Nick might earn (though without 
me, he won't take in more than a 
couple of hundred bucks a year). 

“One of the things in this 
contract, page three, paragraph 
four, states Bockwinkle cannot 
answer any reporter’s questions 
unless | approve the question. If he 
breaks this condition, his pay for the 
next three months goes to me, every 
last penny. So unless you want Nick 
to become a pauper, | suggest you 
don't ask for interviews with the 
man alone. Whatever Bockwinkle 
says must firstbe approved by me. Is 
that clear?” 

The contract plainly stated 
‘Heenan’s claims to be true. It went 
further, virtually making 
Bockwinkle Heendn’s serf. If Nick 
has to sneeze, he must ask Heenan 
for permission to grab a tissue. It’s 
inconceivable any man would affix 
his signature to the deal without a

Heenan owns Nick Bockwinkle, owns him like a slave. 
This could be the most terrifying incident in wrestling 
history, more horrible than anything possible in combat

There 
are many things in Andy’s 
composition which attracted me to 
it. | especially liked his 
understanding of wrestlers’ 
ambitions. Only a few wrestlers go 
in to a match wanting to hurt an 
opponent. Winning is what's 
important, not inflicting pain. 
Professionals can't be bothered 
with that nonsense. If you examine 
a grudge match closely, you'll see 
it’s-usually between two men vying 
for a title shot. They may hate each 
other, but only because the other 
‘man stands in their way of a 
championship.

They possess 
brilliant minds and are fine outstanding gentlemen. 


what it takes to be one of my 
wrestlers. Stiffs like Bruno Sam- 
martino, Jack Brisco, Paul Jones, 
or Greg Gagne couldn't wrestle for 
me no matter how much they 
begged. I'm a businessman, you 
know, and those clods couldn't earn 
me a wooden nickel. When you 
think of how much they have to pay 
in bribes, it isn’t worth the trouble. 
No, give me a wrestler with guts, 
determination, and skill. I'll make 
him a champion, if you also give me 
a decent referee.” 

As might be expected, Lou 
becomes enraged when lying 
cowards accuse him of physically 
interfering in a match. 

“Anyone with any intelligence,”’ 
Albano points out, ‘knows | don’t 
interfere. Unfortunately, wrestling 
fans don't have any intelligence. 
They believe what stupid people tell 
them. So, if a perennial loser like 
Chief Jay Strongbow says he lost 
because | interfered, the fans 
believe him. The fact that Strong- 
bow doesn’t have enough skill to 
defeat a pillow doesn’t bother the 
fans; they'll believe anybody with 
feathers coming out of his head. 

“| don't need to interfere. My men 
have always been the best, made 
even better by my genius. No 
manager interferes. Why should 
anyone want to manage a wrestler 
who needs help? You hire men who 


can win on their own. If | had to 
interfere, I'd fire the guy the 
moment the match ended. Every 
other manager feels the same way, 
except that disgrace named Arnold 
Skoaland. 

“Skoaland manages Bruno 
Sammartino, so | guess he has to 
interfere. | want to go on the record 
publicly to state |, and all other 
managers, consider Skoaland a 
blight on our good names. If he had 
any integrity at all, he’d send 
Sammartino to some animal pre- 
serve and manage a real wrestler.” 

Lou Albano’s brilliance, along 
with that of most managers, is 
probably doomed to be misunder- 
stood forever. Wrestling fans, 
whose trust far exceeds their 
intelligence, will never realize 
they're being hoodwinked by their 
scientific favorites.

‘ the subtle maneuvers honed for this 
battle, were useless. Rhodes knew the 
bout would be ended on a 
disqualification. Funk’s continual 
rulebreaking left no other possibility.

He also knew the next match would 
have to be scientific, or at least 
intelligent. 

Before he entered the ring for the 
third match, he said to me, “Watch 
this, ‘reporter.’ Tell the people how 
great I am.” 

On this night, Terry was great. 
Everything he tried—and I have to 
admit they were pretty complicated 
maneuvers—he accomplished. Rocky 
Johnson was overwhelmed. Anyone 


would have been. If Funk would 
regularly be this great, there’s no doubt 
in my mind he could be one of the top 
champions of all time. 

However, Terry lacks the stamina to 
be great consistently. The next match 
saw him again taking advantage of 
questionable technicalities, saving his 
title rather than his reputation. There 
was ugly cheating, dirty tactics, and a 
total disregard for the sport’s integrity. 
Every so often, you could see the skill 
which made him champion. It was too 
little too few times. 


One thing is certain—Funk is glad 
to see me away from the press table. It 
really made him nervous seeing me 
match after match, copying down his 
moves. He would often scream at me 
beween falls, demanding | tell the 
world of his greatness. A few times, 
when the matches were going against 
him, he stared at me in crazed anger, 
fearing what I'd write. People told me 
Funk would storm in the dressing 
room, damning me and INSIDE 
WRESTLING. If they ever take Terry 
away in a straight-jacket, I could be 
responsible. 

I know a lot of people think I’m a 
prejudiced reporter. I can’t deny I have 
more than a reporter’s interest in 
Funk. ‘I want the NWA title back, 
especially from the man who beat me 
for it. However, I’ve been as fair as I 
possibly can. I wish, for the good of the 
sport, that I could have said finer 
things about the man who is now 
champion. 0

who are honest enough to tell it like 
it is.” 

As a reporter, | have tried to 
remain a skeptic. | question what 
any wrestler tells me in an 
interview. The one point which 
struck me as odd was Hansen 
saying he didn’t get upset about 
what reporters said about him. | 
could remember differently. Case in 
point: my colleague, Randy Gordon. 
Hansen had been angered. by 
what Randy had said in his column, 
“Behind the Dressing Room Door,” 
and he had been willing to battle it 
out with him. Then suddenly he had 
backed out of the whole proposition. 
Why? 

‘That was a particularly 
complicated situation,” Stan told 
me. “Il just couldn't get along with 
Gordon. He issued the challenge. | 
accepted. After a while | thought 
better of it. But let me set the record 
Straight: | was not afraid of him. If 
we had battled,-! would have killed 
the little twerp. It would not have 
been a smart thing to do for either of 
us!"’ 

During the entire interview | had 
with him, Hansen: never tried to 
excuse his illegal tactics or anything 
he had done asa wrestler. In fact, he 


seemed rather proud of his 
achievements. But that was not 
what | had come to talk about. 

| asked Stan if his bad experience 
with the press would make him 
bitter toward the entire journalistic 
community. After all, | had trouble 
getting this interview. Other 
reporters have had similar 
problems. Was he _ purposely 
making himself inaccessible to the 
press? 

“Well,”” said Hansen, ‘| would 
have to say yes. There’s an old saying 
which | think is applicable here: 
‘Once burnt, twice shy,’ I've been 
burnt by the pressa lot. Now! would 
rather stay away. In time, my 
position may change. For now, | 
have as little to do with the press as 
possible. In fact, you are the first 
reporter I’ve allowed to interview 
me in a month. 

“In addition, | think it’s going tobe 
pretty hard for me togeta fair deal in 
the east now. I’m going back to 
Texas. It’s time to start all over.” 

As we concluded the interview, | 
had to agree with Stan. He was 
hostile towards the press because 
the press’had been hostile towards 
him. Any maybe it was time for 
reporters to give him a chance. O

match. A thunderous cheer rises for 
both wrestlers as the two men face each 
other in the ring. Then there is silence. 

Freeze that moment in time. Don’t 
forget the picture. For a moment let us 
switch the scene to interviews 
conducted by this magazine with 
wrestlers familiar with both the young 
Bruno and the matured Bruno. These 
men have been asked to discuss the 
outcome of this dream match. 

“In my mind,” says Gorilla 
Monsoon, “there is no doubt that the 
Bruno of 1977 would win. He knows 
more about wrestling now. He is more 
experienced and could handle his 
younger self quite easily. He may be 
more of a brawler now, but he is alsoa 
better wrestler.” 

“Bruno is definitely better now than 
he was in 1963,” says Bobo Brazil. “In 
1963, Sammartino was just a very 
strong young man. Now he is a clever 
wrestler whose skills have developed 
greatly over the years. The 1977 Bruno 
will win.” 

“They are both lousy wrestlers,” 
comments Waldo Von Erich. “And I 
really don’t care which man wins.” 


Sammartino’s arms are raised after his 
splendid victory over Nikolai Volkoff, one 
of the high points in his second title 
reign. 


Shift the scene back to that frozen 
moment of time at Madison Square 
Garden. The bell rings. Both men 
approach each other cautiously. They 
try to find each other’s weakness. But 
they find that the weaknesses of their 
Opponent are the same weaknesses 
they have themselves. 

There’s a sudden flurry of activity. 
Both men are giving their fullest to this 
match. The younger one is relying 
mostly on his brute strength to see him 
through. The older man is showing his 
tendency to brawl savagely. Neither 
man seems to be able to hold the 
advantage over the other. 

This action continues for almost 30 
minutes. The pace never lets up. Both 
men seem evenly . matched. Both 
wrestlers are tiring quickly. But then 
the veteran Bruno Sammartino shines 
through. Only a man with his vast 
experience would know how to 
summon that last reserve of strength. 

The young Sammartino tries his 
most effective maneuver—a _bear- 
hug—but he can’t seem to put 
enough strength into it at this point. 
The matured Bruno finds an opening, 
and he takes advantage of the 
situation. With that last bit of strength 
held in reserve, the veteran breaks the 
hold and overpowers his opponent. In 
a few seconds, it is over: 

A wild, enthusiastic cheer rings 
throughout the huge arena. The young 
wrestler climbs to his feet, walks over 
to the vanquisher, and shakes his 
hand. The announcer enters the ring 
and clutches the older Bruno 
Sammartino’s hand and raises it high.

gun at his head. Of course, some 
mencanrob you with a fountain pen 
better than any outlaw with a 
machine gun. 

There is only one way Bockwinkle 
can escape Heenan's legal 
clutches, according to our lawyers. 
It would take years of humiliating 
trials before he could be free, but it 
could be done. They write: 

“It is highly probable this 
contract, so favoring one party over 
the other, was signed with 
Bockwinkle under coercion. If it is 
proved Bockwinkle had been 
threatened either physically or 
mentally, then the contract would 
be null and void. 

“However, the threat must have 
been considerable for Bockwinkle to 
have affixed his signature to the 
document. We would doubt he'd 
risk trying to break the contract and 
expose himself to Heenan’s wrath. 


In Bockwinkle’s case, the cure is 
probably worse than the disease, 
although we can’t see how this 
could be. The contract reads as if a 
man wants to sign himself into 
slavery. 

“There’s a slight chance 
Bockwinkle can prove himself 
insane at the time he signed the 
contract.”’ 

Naturally, the wrestling 
community has been wondering 
what Heenan’‘s blackmail could be. 
Looking over the contract, many 
wrestlers have declared only a 
murder rap could make. them agree 
to Heenan’s terms. It’s doubtful 
Heenan Knows of a murder 
Bockwinkle committed or any crime 
for that matter. In fact, blackmail 
doesn't make any sense. There is 
probably something more sinister 
behind it.

If the brainwashing is not total, if 
only the conscious surrenders 
without controlling the subcon- 
scious, then the victim will follow 
orders, but not happily.
